A Strategic Location 


he Town of Flamborough is 
central to the "Golden Horseshoe" 
that surrounds the western edge of Lake 
Ontario. Flamborough occupies 49,000 
hectares of mainly agricultural land at 
the northern edge of the Region of 
Hamilton-Wentworth, Canada's largest 
economic and industrial centre. Half 
way between Toronto and the U.S. 
border, the Town offers business a 
definite location advantage. It is easily

on n spite of its proximity to large 
population centres, industrial land 
in Flamborough is relatively inexpen- 
sive. The availability of this affordable 
yet accessible land is a strong incentive 
to businesses to relocate in or expand 
into the area. Quality serviced land is 
TES available within 
the Flamborough 
Business Park. 
The Park covers 
over 500 acres of 
prime developing 
property. Site 
controls which ensure a high 
nvironment in keeping with the 
atmosphere will be 


accessed by the 403/QEW highways to 
the south and the 401 highway to the 
north. A market potential of 
approximately 100 million people Civing 
within a radius of one day's truck drive) 
is readily accessible. 


In addition, goods may easily be shipped 
via water, rail and air. The area is well 
served by the Hamilton Harbour (ranked 
sixth in the country in terms of tonnage), 
Canada's two national railways, 
Toronto's Pearson International Airport 
and the newly expanded Hamilton 
Airport.

The Park has been chosen 
by the Regional Government as the 
location for a multi-million dollar high 
technology research business park, 
TECH PARK. The Greater Hamilton 
Technology Enterprise Centre, GHTEC, 
an incubator for entrepreneurs in 
advanced technology sectors is situated 
within the TECHPARK.

lamborough is not only an 

attractive area in which to conduct 
business, it is also a very desirable place 
to live. In recent independent survey* of 
nine Southern Ontario communities, 
Flamborough was rated best or second 
best with respect to crime levels, pol- 
lution levels, housing cost, family 
stability, and density of development. 


The Town is comprised of many villages 
and hamlets which contribute character 
and charm to the area. Picturesque 
farmlands enhance the countryside and 
antique, art and craft shops abound 
throughout the community. Town 
residents also have easy access to the 
shopping centres, cultural attractions, 
and amenities of Greater Hamilton, 


The lower cost of living in the Region 
compared with most neighboring 
municipalities is reflected in wage rates, 
labour availability, and labour force 
participation rates. Greater Hamilton 
also has excellent training and research 
facilities at McMaster University and 
Mohawk College, 
notably in the MBA 
and medical 
disciplines.
